EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 19-27. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 and 14-18 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1 , Mallory, Campana, Keskitalo, and Alanara do not teach, 
alone nor in combination, the combination of: 

determining erased frames in a message recovered from a first received 
transmission, 

determining good frames recovered from remaining ones of the plurality of 
received transmissions, 

forming at least one combined message, wherein each combined message 
includes a particular combination of good frames substituting for the erased frames, and 

checking each combined message to determine whether it is good or erased. 

Regarding Claim 18, Mallory, Campana, Keskitalo, and Alanara do not teach, 
alone nor in combination, the combination of: 
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determining erased frames in a message recovered from a first non-synchronous 
forward link received transmission, based on a set of cyclic redundancy check (CRC) 
bits included with each frame, 

determining a good frame, recovered from one of the plurality of non- 
synchronous forward link received transmissions, for each erased frame, 

forming a combined message by substituting each erased flame with a 
corresponding good frame, and 

checking the combined message based on a set of CRC bits included with the 
message to determine whether it is good or erased.
